Seafaring men now say that if what 
befell the Naronic had become known 
doubtless the Titanic disaster might 
never have occurred.

So Jacob went 
out 
from 
Beersheba, 
where 
Isaac 
seems to have continued to live since 
the record in chapter xxvi. 32, 33. and 
went toward Ila ran. 
H aran was the name of Lot’s father, 
and he died in Ur before Abram was 
called out. 
It was also the name 
of the place where Abram 
tarried 
until Terah, his father, died (chap­ 
ter xi, 27-32i. 
It was from thence Re- 
bekah came to be the wife of Isaac. 
It would have been a long journey for 
Jacob from Beersheba to Bethel in one 
day (between forty and fifty miles), so 
It was perhaps his second night out 
on which he had this rem arkable ex­ 
perience. 
T hat m atters not, however. 
It was the dream or vision th at count­ 
ed rather than the time when. 
T hat one who had acted as Jacob 
had should have such a revelation 
from tile Lord is the wonderful part 
of the transaction. 
There are, how­ 
ever, two very prominent facts in all 
the Scriptures which continually at­ 
tract our attention. 
One is the ex­ 
ceeding sinfulness of man, with his 
deceitful and desperately wicked heart, 
and the other is the exceeding riches 
of the grace and love of God. 
It does not matter as to the kind of 
ladder, whether steps of stone or some 
other kind. But the great fact is that 
Jacob saw a way of access from earth 
to heaven, angels ascending and de­ 
scending, and he heard Jehovah from 
the top of the ladder talking to him 
most graciously and in such words as 
no mortal could expect or by any 
means deserve. 
Because of Jacob’s unworthiness and 
the wondrous grace of God notwith­ 
standing even I have ventured to ap­ 
propriate and have proved in world­ 
wide 
journey! ngs 
the 
comfort 
of 
verse 15. 
The Lord, who stood above the lad­ 
der and spoke the words of love and 
grace, no doubt referred to that night 
and that event when he said to Na­ 
thanael, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Hereafter ye shall see heaven 
open and the angels of God ascending 
and descending upon the Son of Man” 
(John I, 51). 
Some day when the New 
Jerusalem shall have taken its place 
over the earth and the elect church 
glorified and the elect Israel all right­ 
eous and the holy angels shall all be 
in perfect accord with the Lord in ad­ 
ministering the affairs of the kingdom 
we may think of and understand this 
vision more fully.

CAMPBELL VINDICATED. 


When Thomas M. Campbell was 
governor of Texas he made all his 
enemies by insisting upon the re­ 
demption of platform demands. 
On 
Easter Sunday of 1909 he startled the 
state by sending to the .list legisla­ 
ture sitting on that S a b b a th day, the 
last day of its session, his famous 
“ Easter E gg” message, denouncing 
in unmeasured terms the .failure of 
the people’s representatives to re­ 
deem their platform pledges and a n ­ 
nouncing that he would call the legis­ 
lature together immediately in spe­ 
cial session and keep its nose to the 
grindstone until the state bank g u a r ­ 
anty law and other laws in the inter­ 
est of the people demanded by the 
democratic platform had been pass­ 
ed. 
That special session passed the 
l>ank guaranty law and the other 
platform demands and the people are 
enjoying their benefits. 
Since 1909 
when a state bank has failed in Tex- 
a- the people who have had money on 
deposit with it have been immediately 
paid off in full a- if no failure had 
occurred. 
Shortly afterward O. B. Colquitt 
began his speaking campaign as a 
candidate for governor. 
There were 
four candidates in the field, 
David­ 
son. Johnson, Poindexter and Col­ 
quitt. 
Colquitt knew that each of the 
other candidates had a strong fol­ 
lowing among the better element of 
the voters and would each get a sub­ 
stantial share of their votes. 
Being 
fairly good in arithmetic he figured 
it out that if, in addition to the votes 
of the ltquor cohorts, whose especial 
candidate he had arranged to be, he 
could attract the votes of all those 
who hated Tom Campbell because he 
had forced the legislature to keep 
faith with tile people and enact into 
law the platform demands, he was 
likelv to receive more votes than any 
other candidate, and get the nomina­ 
tion. 
He deliberately went after this 
vote and got it by denouncing Camp 
bell and his measures on every stump 
in tile state. 
I bere was no act of 
Campbell’s administration which Col 
quilt denounced in that campaign 
which was not tile fulfillment of an 
express demand of the democratic 
platform. 
But Colquitt flouted plat­ 
form demands and inveighed against 
their binding force. 
Tim© and again 
he declared on the stump that if elec­ 
ted governor he would urge the legis- 


bill, adjourn and go home. ' 
The 
burden of his song was “ Fewer laws 
and better laws.” 
Four years have passed since Eas­ 
ter Sunday, 1909. 
On Good Friday, 
of 1913 the -tate was again startled 
by an Easter message to the legisla­ 
ture from Governor Colquitt in which 
he quotes the democratic platform in 
full “ to refresh the memory of mem 
hers” and says, “ I believe in good 
faith—I believe that men who make 
promises to people when seeking of­ 
fice ought to have the courage to c a r­ 
ry them out after they are chosen as 
representatives of the people, and for 
myself I shall endeavor in every hon­ 
orable, legitimate and proper way to 
keep faith with the people who have 
honored me.” 
Denouncing the recal­ 
citrancy of the legislature, he says, 
“ Tile legislature met on the 14th day 
of last Jan u a ry , organized and be­ 
gan its labors but up to th is Good 
Friday in March, not a single bill 
intended to carry out any one of the 
platform demands lias reached tile 
g o vernor’s office.” 
ff this language 
means anything- and if there is any 
force in logic, then this Good Friday J 
message of Colquitt’s is a plain and ' 
unmistakable vindication of Camp- j 
bell and an acknowledgement that he 
was right in doing the things for; 
which Colquitt, as a candidate d e - j 
non need him over the state.

gratulate the people of Texas on the ! 
fact that their governor has at last 
seen the error of his ways.—Home 
and State.

Just how Mr. Johnson will enforce this 
ruling is not quite apparent if a strong 
minded, hard headed player should in 
sist on continuing as a pseudo scribe. 
There is no doubt that such practices 
cause many serious grievances among 
players, 
especially 
within

team 
whose members are being criticised by 
one of their number 
It matters not 
that the player himself did not pen the 
critical sentences. 
The very fact that 
he is credited with such strictures, 
having his name put to tile article, is 
sufficient to provoke serious differences 
and dissensions among the players of 
a team. 
And nine times out of ten 
such effusions are impositions on the 
public. 
Of all the players whose names are 
appearing iii public print as the ac­ 
credited authors of weekly or daily 
contributions we know of only two 
who actually write their “stuff” them­ 
selves. 
And even in these instances it 
might be said that their articles pass 
under a rigid blue pencil process be 
fore they appear in public p r in t 
The fact th a t the players do not ac­ 
tually compose the articles they sign 
Is Illustrated in the following yarn: 
“Say, Tesreau, what do you mean by 
bawling me out In your story this morn 
Ing for that play of yesterday?” a cer­ 
tain member of the New York Giants is 
said to have remarked to the big pitch 
er after one of the world’s series games 
last fall. 
“Did I bawl you out?" asked Tesreau 
in amazement. “Well, I’ll have to buy 
a copy of this morning’s paper and see 
what I wrote.”

Walter .Johnson's 
screeds came from the pen of Ralph 
MacMillan, a Boston sporting editor.

the author of Charley Wagndr’s effu 
sions. Bill Carrigan was looked after 
by A. II. C. Mitchell. 
Tim M a m a ne
